Johnston allegedly sold the silver 
coins at a profit and returned to the 
money center the face amount of 
the currency that was taken. 

Beginning in 1970, the indictment 
alleges, Johnston smuggled curren- 
cy out of the Money Center in 
amounts as large as $100,000.

WILMINGTON - The Conservation 
Commission had some good news to 
spread among its members and the 
public at its meeting on Wednesday 
February 21. 

The Town of Wilmington has been 

ited the sum of $150,000 
under the 2001 Massachusetts 
Supplemental Budget to “provide 
cleanup, maintenance and con- 
struction in the Town Forest.” 

The Town Forest in Wilmington 
can be accessed from Andover 
Street to the east and Ballardvale 
Street to the west. The acreage 
abuts Camp 40 Acres, 

State ‘ Representative James 
Miceli, spokespeople from the 
Department of Environmental 
Management (DEM), representa: 
tives of the Town of Wilmington and 
members from the Wilmington 
Open Space Committee met to dis- 
cuss the appropriation on 
Thursday, February 15. 

It was suggested at the meeting 
that the town submit a proposal as 
soon as possible to secure the fund- 
ing. An immediate working meet- 
ing of the Wilmington Open Space 
& Recreation Committee (OS & RC) 


was scheduled for following the 
Tuesday evening to compose a pro- 
posal to submit to the DEM. 

The Wilmington OS & RK( 
designed a plan and submitted it to 
the Conservation Commission for 
approval since the Town Forest is 
under the care, custody and contro! 
of the commission. OS & RC 
requested that the commission 
review the plan and forward it to 
Town Manager Michael Caira and 
the Board of Selectmen for their 
endorsement before submittal to 
the DEM. At its February 26 meet- 
ing, the selectmen did approve the 
plan after it was presented to them 
by Assistant Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull and Assistant Director of 
Planning and Conservation John 
Keeley. * 

The plan suggested that $75,000 be 
designated for a parking lot, bound- 
ary survey and forest management 
plan; $65,000 be designated for trail 
design and/or construction and 
wetland boardwalks; and $10,000 be 
designated for tire and/or trash dis- 
posal 

The commission agreed that the 
funds should be secured and that 
the plan should be expedited.

A 
Request for Determination of 
Applicability was submitted for a 
proposed deck. The deck is an add- 
on to an already-constructed deck 
The deck was not shown on the 
original plan, but the addition will 
not impact the wetlands.

The 
north wetland area near the road- 
way is actually a man-made deten- 
tion basin that supports wetland 
vegetation. North Environmental 
flagged the wetland delineation.

pon first hearing of the death of a 

loved one, it is a natural reaction 
to experience shock. In many ways, 
the shock and denial that one feels in 
the wake of this emotional trauma is 
very similar to the reaction to physical 
trauma. As the news washes over you, 
it is understandable how you might 
deny that it is happening.

Sollazzo keeps his 


season going

Marc Sollazzo isn't used to los- 

ing. Soafter losing his second match 

‘of the day to the same wrestler - 
Stephen McPhee of Southeast Re- 
gional — to take a fourth place at the 
all-state wrestling meet held at 
Franklin High on Saturday, Sollazzo 
didn't want to smile, talk or associ- 
ate with anyone. 

"I'm aggravated," he said. "I 
should've beat him. Our styles just 
didn't match. I couldn't shoot, I 
couldn't take him down, I couldn't 
do anything. I thought I could have 
beat him and I'm just aggravated. 
I'll get over it and maybe I'll smile 
then, but right now I'm disap- 
pointed.” 

By taking fourth place at the all- 
states, Sollazzo has yet another 
weekend of wrestling ahead of him, 
perhaps two if he chooses. By plac- 
ing within the top six in the entire 
state, the reigning Division 3 state 
champion in the 152-pound weight 
class, advances to the New 
Englands which will be held this 
Friday and Saturday at Pinkerton 
Academy in New Hampshire. 

By taking the crown at last 
week's Division 3 state meet, 
Sollazzo also qualifies for the Na- 
tionals which will be held in Dela- 
ware in a few weeks. Sollazzo has 
yet decided if he wants to partici- 
pate, 

As for his latest accomplishment, 
Sollazzo becomes just the second 
wrestler from the WHS program to 
qualify for the New Englands. In 
1996, Billy Tate took seventh at the 
all-states and was an alternate for 
the New Englands until another

wrestler pulled out and Tate fin- 
ished fifth in New England at the 
130-pound weight class. 

"That'll be cool," said Sollazzo, 
"T'llhave to shake this week off and 
get psyched for next week." 

Sollazzostarted the meet off with 
a bye and faced McPhee for the 
first of two times during the day. 
McPhee pinned Sollazzo at the 5:13 
mark putting the Wildcat in the 
loser's bracket. Sollazzo then faced 
Woburn's John Fralick and came 
away witha 6-3 decision victory. He 
then faced familiar opponent Matt 
Newton of Wayland, whom he de- 
feated for the Division 3 state title 
and for the Division 3 North Sec- 
tional title. Sollazzo once again got 
the best of him winning, 2-1 in over- 
time. 

That put Sollazzo in the consola- 
tion finals against McPhee, who 
lost to Lowell's John Dolan, 7-1. A 
win against McPhee would give 
Sollazzo third, a loss would give 
him fourth. Sollazzo lost 7-2. 

"Marc came back after the loss 
and wrestled very tough, much bet- 
ter than the first time," said coach 
Mike Pimental. "When you get to 
this level you have to realize that 
anything can happen. There were a 
ton of major upsets today - a four- 
time state champion lost and a sev- 
eral number oneseeds lost. It shows 
how much you really have to be 
focused." 

Wilmington also had two other 
wrestlers compete at the all-states. 
Senior Pete Reitchel, at 125, was an 
alternate and although he lost both 
of his matches, he ended his career 
with a lot of pride and dignity.

Plum assignment 


in Winchester 

“The architecture of fast-food 
restaurants had the Zoning 
Board of Appeals confused 
recently over one issue - when is 
a panel holding a sign a frame 
and when is it a wall?” notes the 
Winchester edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“Specifically, the board had to 
decide if the Dunkin’ Donuts 
sign is in violation of the town’s 
zoning bylaw or not. If the board 
decided that the sign does vio- 
late the bylaw, then it had a sec- 
ond question of whether to issue 
a special permit allowing it to 
stay. In the end, it could not 
agree on the former and denied 
the latter. 

“Richard Murphy, attorney 
for MCK Realty, Inc., appeared 
before the board to appeal 
Zoning Enforcement Officer Ron 
Haverty’s determination that 


the sign violates the bylaw. He 
began with some history of the 
building’s renovation. 

“A building permit was issued 
in January 2000 to reconstruct 
and renovate the existing build- 

, for which no ial permit 
4 r Haverty issued a 
certificate of occupancy on Sept. 
18. Then, Murphy said Haverty 
sent a letter of determination 
about the alleged violation. 

“According to Murphy, the 
Dunkin’ Donuts sign is bolted to 
a sign frame which is bolted to a 
plum-colored panel. That panel, 
he stated, is part of the exterior 
wall. The sign and panel as 
built, he said, were drawn on the 
plans, which were approved. 
But, after construction Haverty 
determined that the plum panel 
is a second frame and thus part 
of the sign. 

“The plum panel is situated 
over the main entrance, helping 
locate that entrance, and 
extends higher than the roof 
line. Since the sign bylaw pro- 
hibits signs protruding above 
the top of the wall, if the plum 
panel were in fact a sign, every- 
one agreed that it would violate 
the bylaw, but they could not 
agree on its being part of the 
sign. 

“Everyone also agreed that if 
the plum panel stretched around 
the building, it would be consid- 
ered wall. But to either side of 
the panel is corrugated metal 
wall.

apart so accurately, “Kaitlin is 
- thé feistiest one of the four. She 
turns bright red when she wants 
. something and is known to be 
the most vocal of the four,” says 
Karen. Her determined spirit 
probably helped her survive a 
low birth weight of 1 Ib. 5 1/2 oz. 

Kevin, last to be born, is the 
laid back baby. He eats, he 
sleeps, he eats, he sleeps 
through the night. He doesn't 
make a noise unless he needs 
you to feed him, change him or 
burp him.” Kevin is the biggest 
so far at 6 Ib. 12 oz. 

Ryan was first to be born, 
and he is the mover. He's 
always moving, sucking or 
chewing his fist and Tim and 
Karen expect he might be the 
athletic child. “He even moves 
in his sleep - he’s a somewhat 
restless child so far.” Kevin says. 
He'll be the one leading the oth- 
ers no doubt, as he did in the 
womb. 

Jessica is the social butterfly 
of the family. She loves to be 
held and played with and she 
loves faces and eye contact 
She's a very cooing, social baby. 
She'll probably have a bevy of 
friends. 

“Three of the four have been 
home for a few weeks - Ryan, 
then Kevin, then Jessica. Kaitlin 
just joined her siblings on 
Friday, February 16th. The 
babies had their first portrait 
dofie that day too! 

“They have dark hair and 
dark eyes - pretty complexions, 
and they are just so beautiful.” 
The babies are in good shape 
because Karen saw a nutrition- 
ist from early on in her preg- 
nancy. 

‘The birth weights were 
ineredible - Ryan Joseph, born 
first, weighed 2 Ib. 4 oz - he is 
now 5 Ib, 12 oz; Kaitlin Delaney 
born second, weighed 1 Ib. 5 1/2 
0z - she now weighs 4 Ib 12 02; 
Jessica Flynn, born third, 
weighed 2 lb. 5 0z - she isa 
héalthy 6 lb 1 oz this week; and 


Kevin Delaney, born last, 
weighed 2 Ib. 3 1/2 oz - he is 
now the biggest at 6 lb 12 oz. 

What is the routine for a 
house filled with infants? While 
I was interviewing Karen over 
the phone, due to a head cold on 
my part,-Karen fed, and cuddled 
three of the four babies in about 
thirty minutes. All eat every 
three to four hours. Kevin con- 
sumes 4 ounces in about twenty 
minutes. Ryan and Jessica take 
about 3 ounces and Kaitlin eats 
1 1/2 ounces of preemie formula. 
Kaitlin takes about an hour to 
feed because she was the small- 
est and has the least mature 
digestive system of the four. 
Every baby has “Reflux,” a con- 
dition common to preemies 
where their digestive systems 
are immature and they spit up 
their foods. They must be fed 
slowly, they must burp often - 
every 1/2 ounce or so, and 
must be held up-right to help 
them hold down a meal. “It’s 
not the best idea to change their 
diapers just after they eat,” 
quips Tim. Most of us have 
experienced spit up, but multi- 
ply that factor times four- then 
times six or seven feedings a 
day. 

That’s a lot of messy shoul- 
ders, And a lot of messy diapers 
- about 232 per week. Karen and 
Tim are in the process of work- 
ing out a deal with a diaper 
manufacturer and a formula 
company. Parishioners at St. 
Athanasius have been collecting 
diapers for the 0’Neils, and they 
are much appreciated by Tim 
and Karen. 

How is life different for the 
O'Neils now that all their bed- 
rooms. will be filled? 

“It's quite busy, but normal. 
We don’t wake them up to eat. 
We don’t jump up every time a 
baby cries. We finish our meals 
rather than drop everything to 


attend to them. We'll both be no 
good to the children if we cannot 
function ourselves.” says Karen 
The evening schedule goes like 
this - Tim feeds all the babies 
between 9 and 11 PM. Karen

Then Tim, who went to bed 
at 11 PM takes the morning 
feeding while Karen rests. Then 
the reinforcements come in - 
volunteers. 

The O'Neils both come from 
big families. The couple origi- 
nates from the area with Tim 
growing up in Woburn, one of 
nine brothers and sisters. Karen 
was born in Boston, but grew up 
near Hershey, Pennsylvania 
with a family of four brothers 
and sisters. Her Mom, Pat is 


“staying with the couple for the 


next two months. They also have 
college friends and family mem- 
bers to help out. Both Karen 
and Tim were spotted the other 
night shopping in downtown 
Reading. On duty at home was 
Uncle and Nana and Grandpa 
O’Neil. The NIC Unit nurses, 
have also volunteered to come in 
to baby-sit for the couple, so 
they can go out without a worry. 

What do the volunteers do? 
“Laundry - it’s coming out of 
our ears,” exclaims Karen. 
“They also change sheets and 
coordinate meals, they diaper, 
bathe and feed the babies - and 
fill out the many charts that 
adorn the walls. 

“We must write down when 
each child eats, or needs a dia- 
per change or has their medica- 
tions. Karen is an expert at 
charting children. Every child’s 
chart is color-coded so it can be 
read at a glance. There are 
medical appointment calendars, 
a lightbox calendar and an All 
About Us calendar. 

All About Us tells the volun- 
teer facts like Ryan makes a lot 
of noise when he sleeps, and all 
the babies take iron vitamins 
that darken their bowel move- 
ments. It tells you that they are 
not crazy about their baths, 
even though Daddy is the “Bath 
Man.” Ryan loves His boppy pil- 
ow and Kevin loves to be under 
che playgym observing the 
movement with his eyes. 
Jessica loves faces and the play- 
gym and Kaitlin loves the 
vibrating bouncy seat. 

What do they need and what 
do they have so far? They have 
a threé bédroum; two’ Story 


house with an attached'Inlaw™ 


apartment. They painted and 
papered the nursery during the 
holidays and put in baby furni- 
ture. They purchased a special 
air purifier and a special vacu- 
um cleaner to keep the babies 
room extra clean and healthy. 
They are looking for a house- 
keeper to come in twice a month 
or more often. Volunteer lists 
are growing, and they expect to 
need about twenty volunteers a 
week. “We met another couple 
from Peabody who have quadru- 
plets. They had forty volunteers, 
but it was too hectic.

Tim and Karen are so thank- 
ful and feel both fortunate and 
blessed that God has given them 
four healthy babies. Their 
answering machine tells the 
story of their thanks for all the 
prayers, the help and the dia- 
pers and they apologize for not 
attending to the phone. 

Tim and Karen's house is not 
bedlam, as you might imagine. 
They both a great sense of 
humor and a great sense of 
calmness and their home is a 
quiet, nurturing place these 
days. All four babies are “crib- 
bing in” or sleeping together in 
one crib for the moment. That 
will probably change in about a 
month. And it will be interesting 
to see the changes when the 
babies are walking in a year!

In the largest prospective 
study of cigarette smoking and 
colorectal cancer mortality, 
American Cancer Society staff 
researchers report finding 
strong evidence for classifying 
cancer of the colon and rectum 
as; in part, smoking-related. 

An analysis of the society’s 
Cancer Prevention Study II 
detailed in an article in the 
December 6th edition of the 
Journal of the National Cancer 
Institute, concludes that not 
only is long-term cigarette 
smoking associated with an ele- 
vated risk for dying of this can- 
cer, it estimates that about 12% 
of the 1997 deaths from colorec- 
tal cancer may be attributable 
to cigarette smoking. 


Ann Chao, PhD, Michael J. 
Thun, MD, and colleagues at the 
American Cancer Society report 
that colorectal death rates were 
highest among current smokers 
and lowest among those who 
neyer smoked. ”Clear benefits 
were also observed among those 
people who had quit smoking; 


the longer ago the higher the 
benefit,” said Dr. Chao. 

Male current smokers had a 
32% higher death rate than non- 
smokers in the study, and cur- 
rent female smokers had a 
higher death rate of 41%. The 
higher death rates increased 
with duration of their habit and 
with the number of cigarettes 
smoked daily. 

Cancer Prevention Study II 
began enrolling approximately 
one million Americans in 1982. 
Dr. Chao and her co-authors 
analyzed data on 312,332 men 
and 469,019 women from CPS II, 
among which 4,432 died from 
either colon or rectal cancer.
